Heavy Engagement wit with Considerable

ing here today from Ortiz, State of Sonora, 

exico, states that Marshal Terhune, an 
expert mining engineer, who has been in 
the mines in the Yaqui country for some 
months, arrived at Ortiz yesterday and an- 
nounced that since Nov. 18 the Yaqui In- 
dians and the Mexican military forces have 
continued their fighting and several severe 
engagements, attended with loss of life, have 
resulted. | 
The first of these engagements was on 
Nov. 18 just north of Cocori, and during the 
engagement there were forty-eight Indians 
and five soldiers killed outright. In addition 
there were twenty-three soldiers wounded 


children captured by the military forces.

he place where the principal ene 
took place is on the Yaqui River, just at the 
entrance to the mountains. This section of 
the country is heavily wooded, and hence 
the engagement was conducted on the guer- 
rilla warfare order, as had been most of 
the previous skirmishes and engagements. 
The battle was between the main bodies of 
both factions. The Indians were massed in 
force, and the soldiers nad a large quota 
of men. 

Mr. Terhune states that at his ae 
camp. some distance from the scene of the 
battle, reports were sufficient to show that 
the soldiers had come upon the camp of the 
Indians in the woods and engaged them in 
combat. The fighting lasted most of the day. 
The Indians were finally put to flight, and 
this explains why so many of their women 
were captured, as their retreat was mode 
in dire confusion.

| Abuses Under Law. 

_“ The most urgent need of the postal serv- 
ice is the rectification of the enormous 
wrongs which have grown up in the perver- 
sion and abuse of the privilege accorded to 
law to second-class matter, This reform is 
paramount to all others. 

The postal deficit for the current year is 
$6,610,776. But for this wrongful application 
of the second-class rate, instead of a deficit 
there would be a clear surplus of many 
millions With such an ample margin the 
possibilities of practical improvements are 
apparent. | | | 

“The wrongs which have proved so in- 
furious were never contemplated by Con- 
gress. They are wholy outside the intent 
of the law. It has always been the purpose 
of Congress to ordain low rates of postage 
for legitimate newspapers and periodicals, 
and in the reform which is suggested and 


sought it is not proposed to restrict the privi- 


leges of legitimate publications.

W. H. Harvey's New Book. 
In his new book, Coin on Money, Trusts, 
ind Imperialism, W. H. Harvey says he 
vants to impress upon voters this thought:

Phat is, 
they Were not originally tramps, but have 
becom¢ so through ¢onditions. 

“One might find 4 mild form of the man 
with the hoe in the lartze class of traveling 
men thrust out of permanent employment 
by recent industrial changes and whose op- 
portunities and courage wane before this 
new industrial terror, the trust. Indeed, the 
man who is thrown out of work from no 
fault of his own by machinery or combina- 
tions is one of the most pathetic figures this 
century, produces. Fitted through long years 
to do one thing chiefly, then doomed to inter- 
mittent work, glad to do anything at any 
price, hope gone or going, ambitions gradu- 
ally crushed. If there fs a class on the face 
of God's green earth that deserves the gen- 
eroug sympathy of their brother toilers it is 
this class. 

But the man with the hoe is a familiar 
figure among that class that does not often 
touch a hoe or any instrument of toil, the 
class that nearly all envy. The woman of 
wealth burning out life for a social idea of 
little consequence, living and dying in the 
treadmill of superficial social functions, 
What difference whether the brain and the 
soul grow narrow in thé hovel or the palace, 
whether all generous sentiments wither in 
homespun or silks?
